Veritable nests of machine guns are 
being encountered by the Americans 
as they attempt to press forward along 
the front from the Meuse to the town 
of Grand Pre, situated north of the 
Argonne forest, but in spite of these 
obstacles keeping up their pressure 
against the enemy. Extremely heavy 
counter attacks have been successfully 
sustained north of Grand Pre, and on 
this sector particularly strong concen- 
trations of enemy artillery fire have 
gone almost for nought. On the west- 
ern bank of the Meuse the town of 
Breuilles has been taken, the enemy 
having burned and evacuated it and 
retreated in the general direction of 


Dun. 


FRENCH DRIVING 
IN LAON REGION. 


Exactly what has been accomplished 
by the French in a drive northeast of 
Laon, except that they have gained 
over a wide front, has not yet become- 
apparent; but it brings appreciably 
nearer Montcornet, the last important 
railroad junction in this region. 

North and south of Valenciennes 
Field Marshal Haig has continued his 


attacks against the Germans and ev- 
erywhere made good progress. Between 
Le Cateau and Solesmes a sharp wedge 
has been driven into the German line, 
threatening the town of Maubeuge on 
the east and outflanking Valenciennes 
on the south. North of Valenciennes 
the town of Bruay has been captured 
virtually making Valenciennes untena- 
ble for the enemy. To the north of this 
region the British have reached the 
west bank of the Scheldt canal. 

Already the British are in the west- 
ern outskirts of Valenciennes, where 
hard fighting is in progress, the Ger- 
mans having posted machine guns ine 
numerable on the western bank of the 
canal which runs to the.center of the 
city.

GERMANS STAGGER 
AS THEY RETREAT 
UNDER LOOT LOADS 


With the Allied 
and Belgium, October 
The entire country between 
ciennes and Tournai is as barren as a 
desert as far as the personal property 
of the French inhabitants is concerned. 
Liberated civilians say that the retreat- 
ing Germans carry 80 much loot that 
they stagger under the loads. Appar- 
ently the alleged instructions given the 
German troops to take the most strict 
care as regards the property of civil- 
ians are not observed at the front. 

During the last three days British 
troops in approaching towns have been 
careful not to shell them when there 
was the slightest chance that civilians 
were in the town.

The civilians generally have displayed 
marked heroism. The act of one French 
woman stands out among many. As the 
Germans were getting ready to evac- 
uate a certain town the woman saw 
them placing an explosive charge under 
one of the most important bridges in 
the region. The Germans attached a 
slow fuse and went away. The French 
woman waited until night. She then 
crept down the river bank under the 
bridge and removed the charge, leaving 
the slow fuse. The next day the Ger- 
mans fled from the town, the last group 
setting off the fuse. It sputtered and 
sizzled and the Germans ran, but noth- 
ing happened.

“Feeling that the whole peace of the world depends now on plain 
speaking and straightforward action, the president deems it his duty to 
say, without any attempt to soften what may seem harsh words, that the 
nations of the world do not and cannot trust the word of those who have 
hitherto been the masters of German policy, and to point out once more 
that in concluding peace and attempting to undo the infinite injuries and 
injustices of this war the government of the United States cannot deal 
with any but veritable representatives of tha German people who have 
been assured of a genuine constitutional standing as the real rulers of 
Germany. 

“If it must deal with the military masters and the monarchical auto- 
crats of Germany now, or if it is likely to have to deal with them lfater in 
regard to the international obligations of the German empire, it must 
demand, not peace negotiations, but surrender. Nothing can be gained 
by leaving this essential thing unsaid.

ALLIED GENERALS 


TO SUBMIT TERMS. 
In transmitting the matter to the 


allies, the president says he has sug-| 


gested that if they are disposed to ef- 


fect peace on his terms and principles 
how accepted by the present German 
authorities, the American and all ed 
military advisers be asked if they 
deem such an armistics possible from 
a military point of view, to submit 
such terms as will fully protect the 
interests of the people involved and 
insure to the associated governments 
the unrestricted power to enforce 
peace on the conditions accepted. 


The president says he feels he can 
not decline to take up the question of 
an armistice, having received solemn 
and explicit assurances of the German 
Severmment that it accepts the terms 
of peace enunciated by him; that the 
Gesire to discuss their application 
comes from ministers speaking for an 
everwhelming majority of the German 
people, and that the German armed 
forces will observe the humane rules 
of civilized warfare on land and sea. 

He ignores entirely the German pro- 
tests and denials in response to his 
statement that an armistice could not 
be considered while the German army 
and navy continued their atrocities. 


GERMANY MUST GIVE

Significant and important as the 
proposed constitutional changes seem 
to be, he declares, it does not appear 
that the principle of a government re- 
sponsible to the German people has yet 
been worked out, and it is evident that 
the people have no means of command- 
ing the acquiescence of the mflitary au- 
thorities. He reminds the Germans that 
the power of the king of Prussia (the 
kaiser) to control the policy of the em- 
pire is unimpaired and concludes with 
the warning that if this power is to 
be dealt with the United States and 
the allies can demand nothing but sur- 
render. 

As the note was dispatched, Secre- 
retary Tumulty, at the white house, 
gave emphasis to the assurance given 
by all members of the government that 
no interruption of the military program 
is contemplated by making public cor- 
respondence betwen Secretary Baker 
and President Wilson showing that 
more than 2,000,000 American soldiers 
have embarked for the war overseas. 

Approval of the presiaent’s action 
was voiced everywhere among offl- 
cials, who declared that the note de- 
mandead the- surrender upon which 
America and the allies insist, and at 
the same time held up to the German 
people a picture of their situation in 
a way likely to hasten their rise to 
throw out the kaiser and his war lords 
completely. 


OPINION DIVIDED 
IN CONGRESS. 


In congress the expressions of lead- 
ers indicated a divided opinion. Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, of Nebraska, chairman 
of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, approved the note in unquali- 
fied terms, declaring it called for sur- 
render and would create a political 
crisis in Germany. On the other hand, 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, re- 
publican leader and ranking minority 
member of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, expressed regret that the pres- 
ident had entered upon any discussion 
with the German government and de- 
clared any negotiations should follow 
a report from General Foch, that the 
German armies had surrendered. 

All Washington was surprised by the 
news that the note had been sent, 
cried into the streets by news boys 
with extras shortly after 9 o’clock. Just 


eleven hours after the official text of, 


the last German communication had | 


been delivered by Frederick Oederlin, 
the Swiss charge. 

During the afternoon it had been 
stated authoritatively that there would 
be no announcement of the president’s 
decision before tomorrow, and the un- 
derstanding was that exchanges be- 
tween Washington, London and Paris 
still were progressing. About midday 
thre was a flurry of interest when 
Secretaries Lansing and Daniels and 
General March, chief of staff, were 
called to the white house, but if the 
decision was communicated then these 
officials kept the secret welL 

It was late in the evening when word 
that Secretary Lansing would see the 
newspaper men at 9 o’clock followed 
a conference between Mr. Lansing and 
Secretary Tumulty. 

How the note is recetved by the peo- 
ple of allied countries will be awaited 
with the greatest interest. So far as 
the allied governments are concerned, if 
is assumed that they have been in- 
formed and are in enttre accord with 
the culminating step of the president’s 
policy. Exchanges have been going on 
since the wireless version of the Ger- 
man reply to the president was picked 
up Monday. 


LODGE DEPLORES 
WILSON’S COURSE 
IN SWAPPING NOTES 


Washington, October 23.—Disapproval 
of President Wilson’s course in contin- 
uing the discussions with the German 
government and in transmitting the re- 
quest for an armistice and peace to the 
allied governments was voiced tonight 
by Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, the 
republican leader in the senate. Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, approved the 
president’s reply, saying it would cre- 
ate a political crisis in Germany. 

“The president,” said Senator Lodge, 
“says in his last sentence that if we 
must deal with the military masters 
and autocrats of Germany, we must de- 
mand ‘not peace negotiations, but sur- 
render.’ With this I am in full accord, 
as I was with the president’s statement 
of September 27. In the first paragraph 
the president says that as the present 
German government, which as all the 
world knows is cgntrolled by the kaiser 
and the militate party, represents 
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through its ministers ‘the majority of 
the reichstag and an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the German people,’ feels that 
he cannot decline to take up with the 
allied governments the question of an 
armistice. With this I am not in ac- 
cord, for the German government de- 
scribed in the first paragraph and that 
described in the last sentence are one 
and the same. 

“My own view is a very simple one. 
There is no German government in ex- 
istence with which I would discuss any- 
thing. I deplore at this stage, when 
we are advancing steadily to a com- 
plete victory, any discussion or ex- 
change of notes with the German gov- 
ernment. The only thing now is to de- 
mand unconditional surrender. I would 
leave that to Marshal Foch and the 
generals of the armies. When the re-

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WOUNDED AMERICANS 
SCORN GERMAN BOMBS 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 23.—(By A. P.)— 
American wounded soldiers who were in 
the American hospital near which Ger- 
man bombing planes dropped explosives 
in the neighborhood of Rarecourt Mon- 
day night, were so little concerned by 
the raid that they refused to leave the 
building and enter dugouts until com- 
pelled to do so by the nurses.

“The whole German people is anx- 
ious to hear the views of the govern- 
ment regarding the prospects of 


, peace,” he said, “but I am able to speak 
‘only with the greatest reserve and 


urge that the members of the reichs- 
tag limit debate, as is consistent with 
the seriousness of the hour. The 
whole German people have been spok- 
en to by President Wilson and this fact 
gives the utterances of the representa- 
tives of all parties added force, 
“Today, therefore, I am going to say 
only this regarding the international 
situation: The president’s first answer 
to the peace move of the German gov- 
ernment has in all countries brought 
the questions of a peace of justice ora 
peace of violence to the highest point,” 
he continues. “President Wilson’s 
last note did not make clear to the 
German people how this public agita- 
tion will end. His next answer will 
perhaps bring definite certainty. Un- 
til then we must in all our thoughts 
and in our actions prepare for both 
eventualities—first that the enemy 
governments are anxious for war, in 
which case there is no choice for us but 
to put ourselves in a posture of de- 
fense with all the strength of our 
people driven to the last extremity. 
To Oppose Peace of Violence, 
“Should this necessity arise, I have 
no doubt that the German fgovern- 
ment, in the name of the German peo- 
ple, will issue a call for national de- 
ferfse in the same way that it spoke for 
the German people when it took ac- 
tion for peace. He who honestly took 
a stand on the basis of peace will also 
undertake the duty of not submitting 
to a peace of violence without a fight. 
The government which would act 
otherwise would be left to the mercy 
of the fighting and working people,

Prince Maximilian said he hoped soon 
to announce results of preliminary ne- 
gotiations to obtain a legal extension 
of the chancellor's responsibility, to 
be secured by the formation of a state 
tribunal. 

“The new system,” he said, “involves, 
as a natural consequence, a new mode 
of government in Alsace-Lorraine.”’ 

The chancellor declared it was the 
aim of himself and his colleagues to 
establish the political authority of the 
German people. After saying that he 
welcomed expressions of opinion and 
that he and his colleagues were agreed 
as to methods and purposes, he added: 

“Our aim is the political authority 
of the German people. This is the 
guiding star of my collaborators and 
myself.” 

The chancellor said inidividual mem- 
bers of the government at first had 
different standpoints, but now had 
been brought nearer together. 

“The German people has long been 
in the saddle,” he said. “Now it is to 
ride.” 

“Our first and last thought,” the 
chancellor continued, “is for the brave 
men who are defending themselves 
against superior forces and whom we 
must defend against unjust charges. 
No one must think he can attack our 
army without also attacking the hon- 
or of our people. 

“The lot of our soldiers today is 
terribly hard. They fight with anx- 
iety for the homeland and with their 
minds fixed on peace and they hold 
their round. We trust and thank 
them. e cry to them: ‘The home- 
land will not abandon you. What you 
want, what it can give in men, a- 
terial and food, that you shall have’” 

Extraordinary War Measures. 

The extraordinary war time. meas- 
ures, the chancellor explained, could 
not yet be dispensed with, but they 
could be carried out only by the chan- 
cellor, who would be responsible to 
the reichstag for their application. 

“His majesty’s decrees which I an- 
nounced recently now have been is- 
sued,” he went on. “They concern not 
only the censorship, the right of pub- 
lic meeting and restriction on personal 
liberty, but have to do with economic, 
social and political matters. 

“If local military commanders dis- 
agree with the civil authorities, the 
decision must be reached immediately 
by the highest commander, who will 
not be able to promulgate,any de- 
cision. to which agreement is not given 
by myself or my representatives, name- 
ly, Secretary of State Groeber. 

“Care will be taken that the state of 
siege ig maintained in the spirit in 
which I assumed the functions of the 
government and in which I am re- 
solved to discharge them.” 

Speaking of the powers to be vested 
in the reichstag under the terms of 
the new measure the chancellor said 
the bill provided for the compulsory 
embodiment in the constitution of the

Prince Maximilian said he would not 
deny that heavy opposition in Germa- 
ny must be conquered before the ideal 
league of nations could be realized, 
but he continued: 

“Whether the next few days or weeks 
shall call us to fight on or open the 
way to peace, there is no doubt we are 
now equal to the task of either war or 
peace by carrying out the govern- 
ment’s program and definitely break- 
ing away from the old system.” 

The imperial chancellor then dis- 
cussed electoral and parliamentary re- 
forms. Hecited bills before the reichs- 
taz, one of which enables members 
of the house to enter the government 
without resigning, and another pro- 
posing a change in the laws regard- 
ing the responsibility of the chancel- 
lor. He continued: 

“Deputies will take part in the di- 
rection of imperial policy, and in the 
name of the chancellor, will be re- 
sponsible , without being ministers. 
Thus a new way is open for arriving 
at responsible conduct of imperial af- 
fairs—the parliamentary way. 

‘Weare convinced that it will sup- 
ply, not only,the government, but in- 
directly, parliament, with precibus 
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government. He said the effect would 
be to make the reichstag the people's 
house of representatives, which should 
be responsible “in the decision of the 
most important question for the na- 
tion, namely, of peace and war. 

“That means peaceful development 
of the empire and its relations with 
other powers,” he continued. “In such 
an extension of the people's right the 
imperial government is willing to lend 
a hand when a league of nations has 
taken practical form. When such a 
league puts an end to all secret sepa- 
rate treaties I am confident that all 
agreements can be amplified in this 
sense.” 

The chancellor said the German na- 
tion long had possessed political 
rights which its neighbors envied. He 
spoke in praise of the municipal and 
reichstag elections and said that al- 
though the German people had not 
made use of its power in dealing with 
vital questions, the development which 
had occurred at the end of September 
had changed everything. 

“Therein lies the guarantee of thea 
continuance and growth of the new 
system,” he added. 

“This is a better and more real 
guarantee than any law or paragraph.” 

The German people, he declared, 
must not resort to forms of govern- 
ment which they did not in their 
hearts believe in for the sake of for> 
eign countries to meet the needs of 
the moment 

“The enemy is at our gates,” he 
said. After paying tribute to the men 
at the front he added: 

“Bad elements are to befound in 
every army, but the fundamental will 


of the people’s army 
them. 

“My program of October 6 embraced 
amnesty for persons under sentence 
for political crimes, especially those 
connected with labor troubles, street 
demonstrations, etc. Far-reaching 
amnesty of this nature was proposed 
by the emperor and has now been ap- 
plied.” 

Many persons had been set at lib- 
erty, Prince Maximilian added, only 
with strong misgivings on the part of 
the government, but “the conviction 
of the necessity of benevolence and a 
trustful policy decided the matter.”

The Agawan was in the nature of an 
experiment and 303 days were required 
for her construction Approximately 
27 steel mills, 56 fabricating plants and 
200 foundries, machine, ptpe, Joiner and 
equipment shops produced parts of the 
hull and machinery. 

The Submarine Boat corporation has 
contracts for 1590 duplicates of the 
Agawan and delivery of completed ves- 
sels is expected at the rate of two or 
three every week.

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GETTING READY FOR PEACE. 

Groundwork for some mighty, progres- 
sive and effective development work for 
the south was laid at the conference of fed- 
eral finance officials and commercial and 
industrial leaders of this section, called by 
Governor Dorsey and just held under the 
auspices of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress, in Atlanta. 

Its deliberations were crystallized in a 
set of enterprising and dynamic resolutions 
expressive of a purpose to speedily put the 
south en a plane of trade and economic 
equality with the hitherto most commer- 
cially alert and prosperous sections of the 
country. 

The proposition to extend 
coastal waterway from Beaufort, N. C., toa 
point on the eastern coast of Florida, by 
the construction of the proposed St. Mary’s 
canal through Georgia and Florida, is 
warmly approved. 

The conference also declares for more ex- 
tensive highway construction under federal 
auspices, for the establishment of a system 
of branch American banks in foreign coun- 
tries, and, most important of all, for the ap- 
portioning of a fair share of the American 
merchant marine to the ports of the south 
as a means of facilitating foreign commerce 
and of encouraging the development of the 
oceanic trade possibilities of the south At- 
lantic and the Gulf states. 

New York has always been the foreign 
trade funnel of the country, and the bulk of 
our exports to and imports from foreign 
countries have poured through that port. 

Merchandise from the south—from al- 
most at the doors of ports on the Atlantic 
and on the Gulf—destined for ports abroad 
—has been, and is, transported hundreds of 
miles north to the port of New York, and is 
then shipped back again by water in the 
very direction from which it came. 

A passenger or a bill of goods destined, 
say, for a Latin-American port, or via the 
Panama canal, to the Pacific coast or the 
Orient, often goes north hundreds of miles 
to New York, thence doubles back by water 
several days later, and sails perhaps within 
sight of the south Atlantic ports to destina- 
tion. And during recent years the port of 
New York has been so congested with traf- 
fic that often freight has been compelled to 
wait for days, if not weeks, before it could 
be transferred to shipboard. 

Such a state of affairs is not fair to the 
south, and it is detrimental] to the economic, 
commerical and industrial interests of the 
country. 

The whole nation, and the south in par- 
ticular, is to be felicitated upon the fact that 
the Southern Commercial congress has set 
its hand to the task of working out the 
remedy as a detail in the whole “construct: 
" to which it has 


the inter- 


ive program for the south 
committed itself. 

The tenth annual session of the Southern 
Commercial congress is to convene in Balti- 
more on December 8, to which convention 
the south and the commercial interests 
of the whole country may look for fur- 
ther progressive developments along the 
lines laid down by the Atlanta meeting. 

This is a splendid and forward-looking 
organization; and, with the Orfent and 
South America beckoning our trade, and 
with the prospect of world peace and the 
resumption of European commercial ex- 
changes in the near future, the master 
minds who are directing the affairs of the 
Southern Commercial congress have a won: 
derful opportunity, of which they are tak. 
ing good advantage.

It is estimated that Georgia alone can 
handily accommodate 100,000 head of cattle 
in addition to its present number, and if the 
farmers of this state are alive to their own 
interests they will seize upon this golden 
opportunity to replenish their herds and 
stock their idle pasture lands while the ani- 
mals are available at “bargain counter” 
prices, and the total number to be imported 
will be many times the ten thousand now 
spoken for. 

Beside the monetary advantages’ in 
bringing live stock from Texas to Georgia 
at this time of emergency and stress on the 
southwestern plains, there is a humane ele- 
ment involved in it, for the reason that thou- 
sands upon thousands of the animals will 
surely perish from’ starvation within the 
next few weeks and months unless relief is 
afforded. About the only feasible means of 
relief that is in sight is for the suffering 
cattle to be shipped to a place where food 
and water abounds. 

Every food animal that dies is a dead 
loss, not only to its owner, but to the coun- 
try and to the world. 

That is why the federal and state authort!- 
ties have so generously extended _ their 
helpful co-operation to the cattle owners 
and the prospective buyers in relieving a 
distressful situation in unfortunate Texas 
while by the same process supplying an 
actual deficiency in the southeast, especially 
in Georgia. 

And the farmers and would-be _ stock- 
growers of Georgia—-having abundant feed 
and with inadequate means of harvesting it— 
who take as many head of these refugee 
cattle as they can pay for and accommodate 
during the winter, will be making a wise 
and profitable investment and at the same 
time will be performing a humane and a 
generally helpful service to the whole world. 


HEALTH AND THE LAW. 


T. P. Tribble, superintendent of the 
Eatonton, Ga., public schools, in a communt- 
cation appearing elsewhere upon this page, 
expresses some very timely criticism of the 
lax manner in which health and sanitation 
laws—statutory and common—are observed 
generally throughout Georgia. 

He argues that while we have an excel- 
lent state board of health, and the state 
health authorities are undoubtedly doing all 
that is humanly possible for them to do to 
safeguard the health and physical well-being 
of the state, “comparatively few towns in 
Georgia have regular health organizations,” 
and too great a burden and responsibility is 
thus thrown upon the state board. 

Beyond a doubt the major part of the 
everyday illness of the average community is 
primarily due to unhygienic practices and in- 
fractions of the most common rules of health 
and sanitation on the part of individual citi- 
zens which might easily be avoided. And it 
is also undoubtedly true that, as Mr. Tribble 
suggests, the failure on the public’s part to 
observe the health laws of the state and 
community, to say nothing of the commonest 
unwritten laws of hygiene and sanitation, is 
due more to ignorance, combined with care- 
lessness, than to willful intent either to be 
base or criminal. 

Education would speedily supply that de- 
ficiency, and such education should be dis- 
pensed in the homes, the schools and the 
public meeting places of the community. 
Necessity for it is only emphasized by the 
current near-epidemic of Spanish influenza. 

“Why,” asks Mr. Tribble, “cannot our 
schools, our homes and our town councils 
get together and organize boards of health 
in each community to work in full co-opera- 
tion with our state authorities?” 

The point is well taken. There is no 
reason in the world why such co-operation 
could not be brought about; and there 
every reason in the world why it should be.

Senator Fletcher on 
Preparations for Peace 


United States Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, 
of Florida, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on commerce, formerly president 
the Southern Commercial] congress, who en- 
deavored to attend the conference just held 
in Atlanta under the auspices of the South- 
ern Commercial congress, but who was un- 
wble to leave Washington on account of sen- 
atorial duties, sent a communication which 
Was read to the congress by Dr. Clarence J. 
Owens. 

He discussed the reconstruction steps al- 
ready taken by the great nations of the 
world preliminary to peace, showing what 
other countries had done as follows: 

l. FRANCE—On May 18, 1916, the presi- 
dent of the republic created an interminis- 
terial committee to aid in the reconstruction 
of the invaded regions. The commission was 
oa and its functions increased July 
#0, i. 

2. GREAT BRITAIN—In December, 1916, 
the British board of trade appointed several] 
committees to consider plans for construct- 
ing tonnage, meeting international competi- 
tion in trade, and the like. An act of parlia- 
ment was passed under which a ministry 
rt aaa ined ign was established in August, 

= v 

3. CANADA—Early in 1918 the Canadian 
Industrial Organization association was 
formed to consider and prepare to meet the 
after-war problems in industry and recon- 
struction. 

4. ITALY—The Italian government creat- 
ed, early in 1918, a commission to study and 
formulate measure needed to effect a transi- 
tion from a state of war to a state of peace. 

5. JAPAN—About April, 1918, Japan ap- 
pointed an economic commission to study and 
meet the changed conditions of industries, 
the retention of its foreign trade, fostering 
of newly established industries and the ques- 
tion of tariff reforms. 

6. BELGIUM—October 12, 1917, Belgium 
created a ministry of economic affairs to 
prepare for the restoration of the economic 
life of the kingdom. 

7. BULGARIA—Developed water power, 
established banks with capitalization of fifty 
million dollars for financing industry, in 
1917 and early in 1918. 

8. SISRBLA—-Effort has been made to re- 
vive the national industrial life. 

9 SPAIN—Late in 1917 Spain appointed 
a commission on industry and commerce, to 
report on (1) the state of the foreign trade, 
(2) the disturbances in the world markéts, 
(3) analysis of the economic consequences 
of the war and (4) the raarkets and products 
of the goods which Spain can contribute to- 
ward the trade of the world. 

10. HOLLAND—July 2, 1918, Holland in- 
stalled an advisory commission for economic 
information abroad and the world’s traffic 
after the war.

No doubt other departments are 
eiving consideration to after-war conditions. 
But.vou have not begun too soon to make a 
survey of the resources, facilities and ad- 
vantages of that region called the south. 

“The opportunity is here to bring 
more extensive use the ports and terminals 
along the south Atlantic and the gulf, to 
increase production and to broaden the mar- 
kets for what is produced. 

“To establish routes of trade, move prod- 
ucts to the ports, arrange for ships there to 
take them to the markets of the world. 

“To develop foreign as well as coastwise 
trade, providing for cargoes both ways. 

“To employ and improve rivers and canals 
waterways to supplement the

American airmen were in the air in force 
and, in co-operation with the French, were 
as spectacularly successful in their element 
as the infantry and other branches of the 
service were in theirs. 

From the doughboy viewpoint, there never 
before had been such a show of American 
strength in the air, never such support. From 
the standpoint of a spectacle, it was a 
three times three-ring circus, with something 
doing all the time. From the military stand- 
point it was a scientific, methodical main- 
tenance of superiority above the battlefield. 

And for the satisfaction of the tens of 
thousands of fighting men, scattered over 
those 150 square miles of conquered territory, 
who looked admiringly on while low flying 
planes skimmed a few hundred feet over- 
head and snooped through shrapnel puffs 
over the border of Hun-land; who saw groups, 
circling far above, disappear into the clear 
azure of the sky; who saw squads of 
fighting, like hives of enraged hornets, and 
saw some fall, it may be stated that we had 
all the best of it.

The following principles have been 
enunciated by the committee:

“Second—To create a sovereign ona 
democratic basis. 

“Third—To see that the nationalities 
represented by the council have a dele- 
gate at the peace conference.” 

The committee rejects the plan con- 
tained in the imperial manifesto for the 
settlement of nationalistic problems in 
Austria. It will guarantee the free de- 
velopment of all national majorities 
which may form a part of the state or-| 
ganized by it.

Foreign Secretary Balfour 
Says Safety of British Em- 
pire Forbids the Return of 
Colonies to Germany. 


London, October 23.—(Via Montreal.) 
In no circumstances is it consistent 
with the safety, security and unity of 
the British empire that Germany’s colo- 
nies should be returned to her, declared 
A. J. Balfour, the British foreign secre- 


tary, in a speech at the luncheon of 
the Australian and New Zealand club 
today. 

Mr. Balfour said it was absolutely 
essential that the communications of 
the British empire should remain safe. 
He asked if the German colonies were 
returned what security was there that 
iuéir originial possessors would not 
i-e them as bases for practical war- 
iare, 

The doctrine that the colonies should 
not be returned Mr. Balfour claimed 
was not selfish and imperialistic. It 
was one of the interests of the world 
were almost as much concerned as the 
interests of the empire itself.

ATLANTA’S WATER SUPPLY 


As long as the Chattahgochee river 
flows to the sea Atlanta bathtubs need 
fear no drought, however long its du- 
ration, says W. Zode Smith, waterworks 
manager. 

Water is now piled up in the city’s 
reservoirs and there is more in the 
river than for two or three months 
past. When the river’s water supply 
is at its minimum Atlanta’s needs take 
only one-twentieth of it. 

However, Mr. Smith and his co-work- 
ers have long been preparing for any 
possible lessening of water supply. A 
diverting dam is now in process of 
construction extending from the river 
bank to the island near the waterworks 
plant, which throws water over to the 
city’s intake. 

Although this dam is not completed, 
the waterworks system is already get- 
ting the benefit of it in the amount 
of water diverted to the intake side of 
the island. When it is finished what- 
ever water there is in the river will

Saying He Is Washington, 
Reincarnated G. C. Carter 
Begins Term in Prison 


Claiming that he is the reincarnation 
of George Washington, G. C. Carter, 
cotton mill worker and farmer, was 
placed in the Atlanta penitentiary to 
serve a two-year sentence for violating 
the espionage act and failing to regis- 
ter. Tuesday Carter was sentenced to 
two years in the state prison by Judge 
Newman, of the United States court, 
and Wednesday he pleaded guilty to a 
charge which required him to register 
in the jail and which he failed to do and 
was sentenced to six months in the pen- 
itentiary, which is to run concurrently 
with his other sentence, so that Carter 
will be only imprisoned two years alto- 
gether. 

As a child Carter claimed that he 
was a great admirer of George Wash- 
ington and read insistently both about 
the life of Washington and English his- 
tory of the same time. Carter claims 
that he can not sympathize with any 
government which will stand back of 
any nation or group of nations who be- 
lieves in placing Germany or any other 
government in a sili*ilar posiiton to the 
one that England had placed the United 
States at the time of the revolutionary 
war. 

If Germany should attack the United 
States with the 
her under a yoke, he would fight for 
the United States willingly, he says. 
Carter has read no news of the war, 
and claims that he learned that the 
world was in a state of war from a 
little girl in the cotton mills at Man- 
chester. He has read no papers except 
The Saturday Evening Post and The 
Country Gentleman, and then only the 
continued stories in those. Under the 
delusion that he is the reincarnation 
of George Washington and believing 
that he is standing by the principles of 
Washington, Carter has gone to the jail 
to serve his two-year sentence.

With the British Army in France’ 
and Belgium, October 23.—(By A. P.)—! 
The British third and fourth armies! 
today smashed through strong Ger-'! 
man defensive positions south of Val-! 
enciennes. They gained ground to a! 
depth of more than 5,000 yards on an 
extended front, capturing many im- 
portant villages and several thousand 
prisoners, together with numerous 
guns, and driving a wedge into the 
enemy positions at what probably is 
the most vital point of the lines the 
Germans are holding. 

The fighting was of a desperate na- 
ture, the German machine gunners 
holding out to the last. Large num- 
bers of the enemy were killed. 

The advance continues and the 
menace to the Germans north and 
south of the front attacked is hourly 
growing. Further retreats are ex- 
pected. 

North of the third and fourth armies 
the Britsh first army continued its at- 
tacks and reached positions well to 
the northeast of Valenciennes, which 
is gradually being squeezed out. It is 
probable that the Germans have al- 
ready evacuated that town. 


The British are approaching Le 
Quesnoy and were only about three 
miles from the gates of that place, ac- 
cording to latest reports, and were 
still advancing.

“Behind the strongest artillery action 
the enemy attacked early in the morn- 
ing between Terron and Falaise and 
also between Olizy and Beaurepaire. 
On the heights west of Ballay the at- 
tack gained some ground, but on the 
rest of the front it broke down. In the 
afternoon the enemy, after renewed 
artillery preparation, advanced to the 
attack. In a stubborn defense we held 
the height east of Chestres againat 
several assaults of the enemy who was 
in superior nurabers. On the rest of 
the front also the enemy was repulsed 
with heavy losses. 

“Retween the Argonne and the Meuse 
and between the Meuse and the Moselle 
was lively nocturnal artillery 
fighting. Partial engagements west of 
the Meuse and west of the Moselle 
(American sector) were without special 
result.”’

Philadelphia, October 23.—Unofficial 


representatives of 65, $00,000 people of 


the oppressed nationalities of central 


Europe opened a conference here to- 


day which is expected to culminate in 
the organization of the Mid-European 
union of Small Nations and the draft- 


ing of a declaration of independence of 


their peoples from the domination of 
the Teutonic nations. 

Absolute crushing of the “dream of 
Mittel-Europa and the establishment 
of this mid-barrier to any scheme of 
Berlin to Bagdad,” was the dominant 
note of all the addresses. Destruction 
of the absolutism that prevails in the 
German and Austro-Hungarian em- 
pires was demanded. 

Thomas G. Masaryk, president of the 
newly organized Czecho-Slovak repub- 
lic and head of the delegation, said 
there could be no actual federation of 
the Czecho-Slovaks for some _ time, 
mainly because of the number and di- 
vergency of the dialects spoken by the 
individual units of the new nation. 

“There is no question of doubt about 
the solidity of the Czecho-Slovaks in 
the matter of opposing the German and 
Austrian governments, and armies,” he 
added. Gregory I. Zatkovitch, repre- 
senting the Ukro-Reuthenians, who 
dwelt on the Hungarian side of the 
Carpathians, was admitted to the con- 
ference as “an earnest of the demo- 
cratic unity that must pervade a gath- 
ering of this sort.” Other nationali- 
ties represented include the Jugo-Slavs, 
fren: Italian Irredentists, Ukrainians, 
Lithuanians, Rumanians and Reuthen- 
jans. 

The conference will continue until 
Saturday.

London, October 23.—Five new Victo- 
ria crosses have been awarded, the re- 
cipients of three of which have been 
killed. The most thrilling aceount ac- 
companied the award to Piper James 
Richardson, of a Manitoba regiment. 

Prior to the attack he -.obtained per 
mission to play his company “over the 
top.’ As the company approached its 
objective it was held up by very strong 
wire and came under an intense fire, 
which caused heavy casualties and mo- 
mentarily demoralized the formation. 
Richardson, realizing the situation, 
strode up and down with great cool- 
ness. The effect was instantaneous. In- 
spired by his splendid example the com- 
pany rushed the wire with such fury 
and determination that the obstacle 
was overcome and the postition captured 

Later, after participating in bombing 
operations he was detailed to take back 
wounded comrades and prisoners. After 
proceeding two hundred yards he re-
